Dear Mr. Hartness,

Thanks for getting the access agreement back to us. The sampling that we will be doing on your property as
proposed is one soil boring and one water sample from your well (in locations previously sampled by Weston).

As part of the remedial investigation, EPA must obtain samples in order to determine the extent of the
contamination and to support a proposed long-term remedy.

The IEPA investigation was conducted to determine if there was a risk to human health or the environment that
had to be addressed. Once IEPA determined that there was enough evidence to warrant clean up they contacted
USEPA with their results. :

The Removal program (led by EPA OSC Len Zintek) conducted their investigation in order to determine if
there was an immediate health or environmental threat from the site contaminants that had to be addressed in.
the short-term in order to prevent immediate risk to human health or the environment. Based on their
investigation, they performed work that would mitigate the immediate threat. However there are still
contaminants at the site that must be addressed in the long-term.

The Remedial program conducts its investigation to determine the extent of the contamination and the long term
risk to human health and the environment associated with the contamination. While we may use sampling
information from previous investigations as a baseline, our remedial investigation requires us to get current site
condition information as well as current information regarding background or naturally occurring condition of
the soil and groundwater. Our sampling protocol provides us with information regarding where or whether the
contaminants from the site have migrated and provides us with the information we need to make a
determination as to the most appropriate remedy that will reduce the risk to human health and the environment
for the long term.

I hope that this answers your questions. Thank you again for your cooperation. I really appreciate it.
